Virtue and innocence were created naked

Knavery and deformity alone want 
daubing and disguise. Actors do not 
care that any one should Jook into the 
tiring-room, nor jugglers or sbarpers 
into their hands or bexes; whereas bon- 
esty and sincerity appear always barefac- 
ed, and show themselves most in open 
day; they scorn all indirect advantages, 
and borrowed helps, but trust alone to 
their own native beauty and intrinsick 
strength; the lion is never known to use 
cunning.

Every stander-by would take it for 
granted that he was conscious of the 
weakness of his client’s cause, and that 
it could no otherwise be defended than by 
being not understood.

compelled gradually to withdraw ourselves 
from the society in which we mixed, Our 
inconveniences increased gradually, until 
the death of my mother, at which time I 
was twenty-five years of age, and was un- 
married as was my next oldest sister. The 
eldest had fortunately secured to herself 
a good husband, at the time that our means 
enabled us to appear inthe world. On 
opening the will, it was found that a large 
portion of that property, which had bare- 
ly sufficed to enable us to live as one fam- 
ily, was bequeathed to a charitable insti- 
tution. 

My married sister had several children, 
and her husband with difficulty supported 
them; and they had always calculat- 
ed that the property which would come 
to them at the death of my mother, would 
be sufficient to aid them to live comforta- 
bly. But their hopes were cruelly disap- 
pointed, Their division of the property 
proved to be a meretrifle, and two or three 
years after, her husband failing in busi- 
ness for want of means to carry it on, 
they are reduced to great poverty.
